" Does ftiiy one know wlioio .Iiimie 
Mori'ow lives, ami what is tho inattor 
willi him ?

A grow- 
ing i)lant Y Yes, that might do, and 
it need cost hor nothing, for she can 
send him ono of her own, but which ? 
Sho goes over them ono by ono, all 
tho floral darlings which she has tend- 
ed so carefully during tho winter. It 
must 1)0 something fragrant, yet Hot 
too overpoweringlv sweet, something 
bright and cheerful in color, somo- 
thing (Misy to care for and lift about. 
What \.-i tliero that fulfllls all these 
conditions ? As if in answer to hor 
(jucstion n slanting ray of sunlight 
strikes across a rustic bracket, bring- 
ing out a sudden gleam of ruby-color- 
ed splendor, recalling u flood of mem 
ories.

Miss Lulu Ilurst, of Cedartown, 
Ga., has given one of hor remarkable 
entertainments in Baruesville, Ga. It 
was a performance that she had pre- 
viously given in public on several oc- 
casions, and that has everywhere boon 
witnessed with tjio greatest astonish- 
ment. 

Sho first held the handle of an um- 
brella, while four citizens held cords 
that wore tied to tho umbrella, sus- 
pended in the air. 

In about two minutes the umbrella 
began to squirm and twist, and soon 
the staff was broken to nieces. Then 
Mr. Middlebrooks, weighing over 200 
pounds, sat down in a chair on the 
stage. Sho placed her open hands 
upon the back of the chair and pre- 
sently tho chair began to move, and 
soon Mr. Middlebrooks was thrown 
upon the floor. Another chair was 
then placed on tho stage, and Colonel 
Murphy attempted to hold it still. 
Sho placed the palms of her hands on 
the seat of tho chair and soon it began 
moving across the stage, and finally 
escaped from Colonel Murphy's giasj) 
and fell on the floor. Tho same feat 
was repeated with two men, then 
with three, and finally with five, with 
the same result each time. 

A rod about six feet long was plac- 
ed in the hands of a strong man, who 
was skeptical as to the powers of Miss 
Ilurst.

She 18 a brunette, with long black 
hair and brown eyes, weighs 125 
pounds, and is a modest girl of retir- 
ing disposition. 

ller unnatural powers were develop- 
ed last August. One day she heard a 
rattling noise at the head of her bad 
and told her mother about it. Mrs. 
Hurst wont to tho room, heard the 
noise, and concluded that there were 
rats inside the bed. She ripiwd open 
the bod, but found nothing in it. 
Miss Hurst became so frightened at 
tho noise in her bed ono night that 
sho left it and slept olsowhore. A few 
nights later, a young friend of Miss 
Hurst was spending the night with 
hoi', and both of tho girls became con- 
siderably frightened. Mr. Ilurst and 
his wifo concluded that tho cause of 
the phonomena must inhere in their 
daughter. 

Lulu was asked on one occasion to 
sit on a trunk at one end of tho room, 
and soon the noise was heard about 
tho trunk.

Make your 
way to some lake or sea-port, and 
most any Captain will take you. If 
ho can't disgust you witli the saiJor- 
ing business in about a week, tar- 
buckets, sea-sickness, poor provisions 
and a rope's end will bo called ujKm 
to assist ilim. 

Perhaps you want to become a 
mighty hunter? Mighty hunters are 
not made in a few days or weeks. 
You want to begin letting your hair 
and finger nails grow, sleeping in a 
swamp, and wasting two dollars worth 
of ammunition to kill a ten-cent chip- 
ninnk. 

If you havo decided to become a 
bank clerk, well and good. Make 
tracks for tho nearest city, and tho 
first bank you enter will jump at tho 
chance of employing you at a salary 
of $200 jier month. If it should hap- 
pen that the bank didn't do any 
jumping as you made application, 
you can console yourself with the re- 
flection that is about to burst.

Scarcely a day passes without some 
new and poweriul illustrations of tho 
effect of tho dime-novel literature up- 
on the boys. The story of gangs of 
mere striplings engaged in petty 
pilfering under the leadership of some 
embryo Jesse James is becoming 
monotonous. The policemen and tho 
mothers have their hands full to keep 
the rising generation of boys from 
going off in a mass and undertaking 
to rival the doubtful deeds of the 
heroes of their favorite literature. 

While thoughtful people arc alarm- 
ed at the growing magnitude of this 
evil and the prospect that honest and 
well-informed men will be exceeding- 
ly scarce in the coming generation 
if not checked, the means of correct- 
ing the evil are not apparent. Tho 
present laws are entirely inadequate 
to the suppression of the poisonous 
trash, as the writers are shrewd onongli 
to avoid open indecency and ' ny 

in their blood-curdling pi ns, 

and these are the only literature 
crimes recognized by the statutes. 

There are two channels through 
which at least something may do 
done to neutralize a portion of tho 
evil done by this abominable trash. 
Fathers could devote a little lees time 
to making money and give it to tho 
supervision of tho reading and society 
of their children. Good, industrious 
habits and a sound and wholesome 
intelligence, form a better capital 
than money with which to start a 
young man iu the world, and if 
fathers would spend a littio more time 
in personal suj)ervision of the ro'iding 
and companionship of their boys they 
would find it to pay better in the long 
run than to pile up money to leave 
them. 

The teaching of the Church and 
Sunday School might also be given a 
more practical turn in this direction. 
Religious teachers siwnd so much 
time and energy trying to get i>eoplc 
into heaven tliat they forget some- 
times to teach them tho tilings that 
are absolutely essential to a useful life 
on earth. If preachers and teachers 
would get down to the practical con- 
cerns of the evory-day life of every 
parishioner, and esiwcially that of 
the children, they could do a world 
of good. — Philadelphia Times.

The Hubjocl of tiie debate, 
also, was one calculated to awaken the 
interest of every collegian, its purport 
being tiiat mathematics were of 
greater importance in education than 
the classics, Greek and Latin. 

Another feature which added ts the 
interest ol tlie occatiioii, was tlie pre- 
sence of MisHes Kilty and Grace Gal 
laiidet and Miss Fannie Ghickering, 
and of Professors Fay, Porter, Gor- 
don, Draper and Hotohkiss. A num- 
ber of Indies and genthMiien from the 
city, among them Mr. ajid Mrs. Bene- 
<lict and the Misses Elliott, had also 
been invited, but an in<)pj)or(une (hun 
der shower prevented their coming. 

The nffirmative, or mathematical side 
of the subject was supported by Mes- 
srs. Veditz and Robinson, and the 
negative or classic side by Messrs. I'al- 
roer and Allabough, and i\w ardor 
willi which the four contestants en- 
gaged in the struggle, showed thot 
each upheld his side from conviction. 
Their experience, ripened by four years 
on the rostrum of the society, found 
expression in an unfailing flow of 
reasoning as telling ns it was convinc- 
ing, and the science of Euclid and 
Arciiimedes could not possibly have 
found more ardent and enthusiastic 
advocates, nor the " College Fetich" 
stronger and more ready champions 
than they did then. Tlio debate lasted 
more than an hour, each maii being 
allowed ten minutes for preliminary 
argument and five minutes for replies. 
The two sides were so evenly matched, 
and reasoning on either side was so 
completely covered by repartee on the 
other, that, as D^ Fay remarked, one 
found himself inclining toward one, 
now toward the other, and was in the 
end unable to say which had carried 
off the palm. The decision of the 
judges. Professors Droper and Hotch 
kiss an<l Mr. Davidson, who had 
noted and marked down each argu- 
ment, gave the victory to nmthema- 
ties as a disciplinary study. 

Altogether, the meeting was an en- 
joyable one. The debate was the 
most even and exciting of the year, 
and '84 fully sustained the high repu- 
tation it had won in the Lit.

{From our Columbus Correspondmt.) 
The week has been a notable one — 
health-invigorating on account of the 
fine cool weather, interesting by the 
long meeting of the Trustees, and 
surprising in the nature of an unex- 
pected call from the State officials. 

The Board of Trustees of this Insti- 
tution met in session last week Mon- 
day evening. There were present, 
Messrs. Scott, Hare, Clierryholmes and 
Thompson, tho only one absent being 
Mr. Jones, of Waverly. A talk over 
some preliminary matters was had, the 
drift of the informal discussions tend- 
ed rather towards discouraging the 
idea of a new laundry construction 
this year, as only $300t) was appro 
priated for the purpose, and it was 
thought nothing of a cj-editable char- 
acter could bo put up for the money. 
The Verandah question .ilso came in 
for consideration. The Board then 
adjournetl until next morning for the 
regular day. The session on this day 
proved to lie a long one. But for the 
zealous and indefatigable efforts of our 
Superintendent, the result might have 
been a disappointment. The first 
matter in regard to the verandahs was 
disposed early in the morning, tho 
contract being given to the firm of 
McHose & Lyons, of Duyton. They 
are to l>e built up to the third story 
on each side of both wings, and will 
cost in the neighborhood of $200t). 
The second matter, the laundry occu- 
pied the attention of tho trustees until 
late in the afternoon when it was con- 
cluded in tho lotting of its woik to a 
Columbus party who agreed to do tho 
job for about $2,850. So the coming 
summer will present a busy scene 
.around this Institution. 

A SOPRISK PARTY. 

"This morning about niuo o,clock 
Governor' Hoadly, accompanied by 
several of the state ofiicials, began a 
tour of inspt'otion of tho various asyl- 
ums in the city, and was occupied the 
whole day in making his first official 
visit to tho cliaritable institutions. 
The party consisted of the Governor, 
Adjutant General Finley, General 
Briukorhoff and Dr. Byers, of the 
Board of State Charities. Tho party 
was received very kindly by the offi- 
cials at each pliice, and shown around 
tho buildings with tiio greatest atten- 
tion. They were highly pleased with 
tho results of their visit in each place, 
and expressed themselves warmly in 
praise of tho excellent manner in 
which the institutions were managed. 
At the Blind and Deaf and Dumb 
Asylums, the children were engaged 
in their studies, and the distinguished 
visitors stopped long enough in the 
recitation rooms to witness tho great 
progress which the pupils had made. 
The visit was not jilanned, and the au- 
thorities at the asylum had no know- 
ledge that tho party was coming, so 
that no extra preparations had been 
attended to. This is a good plan for 
them to follow, for by taking the of- 
ficials by surprise one can easily see 
just how an institution is run in its 
every day attire. One of tho Trustees 
of tho Insane Asylum told a Tunes re- 
porter a short time ago, that he made 
it a practice to come to Columbus 
whenever he coidd between the ses- 
sions of the Board, and go out to the 
Asylum and surprise them. He 
thought that such was the duly of every 
Trustee, as his experience in that line 
had been very valuable to him. 

" It is certainly a good plan, and 
tho satiafaoliou of Governor Hoadly 
and p.trty with their visit shows that 
the institutions are being m.anaged as 
they should. — Columbus Times. 

Tho Sabbath desecration is frightful- 
ly on tho increase in Columbus as well 
as elsewhere. People here begin to 
look at it with seriousness and a 
strong protest.. Beer Saloons and 
gardens keep opon. Baseball playing 
has become a prominent feature, and 
theatres clamor for a like right. The 
love of money is the root of all these 
evils. Sunday beloro last several thou- 
sand people poHred into the city upon 
excursion trains, bent upon seeking 
pleasure:! at the baseball park, beer 
gardens, and oven at low i)laces. The 
desecration became so great and 
unbearable that all the city papers 
have been down on it since, and pro 
minent — men .-unong whom is Dr. 
Gladden, are ileterminod to have this 
evil abated. That it can bo done, 
the Journal of to-day, -among other 
things, says, in order " to satisfy a 
good many inqtiirers who imagine that 
base ball games on Sunday are not in 
violation of law because the city coun- 
cil repealed tho ordinance on that sub- 
ject, and also to call the attention of 
tho city officers to the matter, we give 
the state law, which may bo found on 
page 126, volume 78. Ohio liaws 1881: 
Section 7032rt. Whoever on the 
first day of the week, commonly called 
Sunday, ^rt»"/i"ri'7>rt/<'s tw or c.rhibits to 
the /nihhc, with or wjthout charge for 
admittance, in any building, room, 
ground, garden, or other place in this 
slate, . . • ain/ Itase hall platfing, 
he or she shall, on complaint made 
within twenty days thereafter, be fitted 
in any sum not exceeding $100, or be 
confined in tho county jail not exceed- 
ing six mouths, or botli at tho discre- 
tion of the court

The Secretary read a c.ommunica- 
tion from John Carliii to Rev. H. W. 
Syle, tendering his resignation as 
member of the Association. As there 
was no precedent for the Board act- 
ing on resignations, on motion of Mr. 
Elwell, Mr. Carlin's loiter was referred 
to the Association. An amendment 
by Mr. Ziegler recommended the As- 
sociation lo retain Mr. Carlin, as an 
honorary membei;. 

The Secretary read correspondence 
from absent members expressing their 
preference of the Second Convention 
of tho Association.

any mattei's, he shall refer to the Pre- 
sident, whose decision shall be final." 

" Resolved, That the sum of $5 be 
paid to the Recording Secretai-y, as 
compensation for writing out the 
minutes of the First Convention in 
full, preparing the above ordered re- 
port, ami other services performed by 
him." 

^" Resolved, That it is expedient the 
Constitution and By-Laws should be 
revised before being printed, and that 
a committee of throe bo appointed, of 
whom the President shall be one and 
the Chairman (of the Committee), who 
shall revise tho Constitution and By- 
Laws and report lo the Board before 
the next Convention." 

President Syle then appointed 
Messrs. Ziegler and Koehler with him- 
self, D8 tho (jommittoe of Revision. 

On motion of Mr. Elwell, a vote of 
thanks was passed to Mr. B. R. Alla- 
bough, for ofTering pecuniary aid to 
have the proceedings of tho First Con- 
vention printed. 

A resolution olTerod by Afr. Ziegler, 
and unanimously passed, authorized 
the President to appbint a committee 
of three to make arrsngements for the 
next Convention. Messrs. Ijams, Zie- 
gler and Elwell were then appointed 
to act in the capacity. 

On motion of Mr. Ziegler, the Trea- 
surer was allowed to compensate him- 
self, and INIr. Runk for tr.vvelling ex- 
penses incurred in atteniliii'T the 
meeting of the Board 

Tho Board then expio^sea its pre- 
ference of tho time (August 27lh) as 
tho date for tho opening of the next 
Convention of the Association, but 
decided to leave tho date to the dis- 
cretion of the Ck)mniiftee of .Vrrango- 
ments. Adjourned. 

A meeting of the t ouiumiee of Ar- 
r.angements was Bubsequently held, 
and it was decided to arrange for an 
excursion to Atlantic City on tho 29th 
of next August, after tho close of the 
Convention. The exact date of the 
Convention, however, has not been de- 
cided on, but may be the 27th and 
28th, in accordance with the express- 
ed wish of the Board of Managers.
